Laws are laws, and courts are courts, and pre­ 
sumably a federal court knows what it is doing when 
it knocks out Secretary Hoover’s authority over ra­ 
dio broadcasting. 
But it is unfortunate.

cision brings confusion in the ether and may render 
worthless half a billion dollars' worth of receiving 


58 It was generally recognized, by Secretary Hoover 
and others, that his authority was unofficial, and bas­ 
ed on the tacit consent of the radio interests affected. 
His supervision was regarded as benefiting the in­ 
dustry as a whole, and tolerated for that reason. 
Its 


actual benefits are generally considered very great. 
But a test case, forced by a Chicago broadcaster who 
ignored the established wave-length division, and but­ 
ted in on a wave reserved for communication between 
the United States and Canada, spilled the radio beans. 
Now any other trouble-maker may follow that ex­ 
ample and grab off whatever wave or hour he likes. 
Perhaps it is just as well that this wrench has been 


thrown into the radio machinery. 
The courts follow 


the laws. 
If Congress gets busy now and enacts leg­ 
islation establishing federal authority over broadcast­ 
ing, as it should have done before, chaos in the air 
may be prevented and enormous radio interests safe­
